Threat to Ships 
In The Red Sea 
Nazi Edict That 
Vessels In North 
Part Risk Attack

WASHINGTON, May 14— 
J Germany issued an official warn­ 
ing Tuesday night that all ships 
travelling into the northern part 
of the Red Sea risked destruction, 
b ut the Lnited States government 
;was b elieved prepared to ignore 
^ the warning and to rush plans for 
getting supplies into that gateway 
to the Mediterranean. 
A communique issued at Berlin 
stated that every ship travelling in 
, the waters defined as an oper- 
I ations zone “exposes itself to de­ 
struction 
b y 
mines or

weapons of war.” 
Meaning Inescapable 
The communique did 
not m en­ 
tion the United States, b ut the 
meaning was inescapab le in view 
of President Roosevelt’s recent ac­ 
tion in opening up the Red Sea

Nazi threats to extend sea and 
air warfare into the zone had b een 
anticipated here and were expect­ 
ed to have no effect on the United 
States government’s plans.

maritime commission asserted that 
they would turn over approxi­ 
mately 20 ships to the government 
within the next 30 day s and 20 
more b y mid-July to rush supplies 
to Egy pt along the Red Sea route.)

Steps Remain Secret 
What these steps were remained 
a secret, b ut Mr. Roosevelt has 
emphasized that naval patrols now 
operating over an extended area 
in the Atlantic also will go any ­ 
where deemed necessary for the 
defense of the Western hemis­ 
phere. 
How effectively Germany could 
carry out her threat against ship­ 
ping in the Red Sea areas was an 
open question here. 
Nazi planes 
have b omb ed the Suez canal, b ut 
without new b ases it w'as con­ 
sidered somewhat doub tful that 
air operations could b e extended 
much farther south. 
Sea raiders in the Indian ocean 
were thought to b e ^rnore likely . 
Some of them already have b een 
active there.

in suran ce. 
Mr. Ogden , un der th e law, is supposed to 
gran t gov ern men t in suran ce wh en priv ate in ­ 
suran ce is n ot av ailable.
